BANGKOK Norway enjoys the world’s 
highest quality of life, while Niger 
suffers the lowest, a UN agency said 
Monday, as it released a ranking that 
highlights the wide disparities in 
well-being between rich and poor 
countries. 

The US. was listed 13th. 

The annual Human Development 
Index, unveiled in Bangkok by 
the United Nations Development 
Program, takes into account life 
expectancy, literacy, school enroll- 
ment and per capita gross domestic 
product in 182 countries. 

“A child born in Niger can expect 
to live to just over 50 years, which is 
30 years less than a child born in 
Norway Furthermore, the differ- 
ences in per capita income are huge 
for every dollar earned per person in 
Niger, US$85 earned in Norway,” 
UNDP said. 

Norway was followed by Australia 
and Iceland on the list, which drew 
on statistics dating from 2007, before 
Iceland was hit hard in global eco- 
nomic crisis. Afghanistan and Sierra 
Leone rounded out the bottom of the 
ranking.

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2 women 
part of Nobel 
medicine prize 

STOCKHOLM Amer- 
icans Elizabeth H. 

Blackburn, Carol 
W. Greider and Jack 
W. Szostak won the 
2009 Nobel Prize in 
medicine on Monday 
for discovering a key 
mechanism in the 
genetic operations 
of cells, an insight 
that has inspired new 
lines of research into 
cancer. 

It was the first time 
two women have been 
among the winners of 
the medicine prize. 

The trio solved the 
mystery of how chro- 
mosomes, the rod-like 
structures that carry 
DNA, protect them- 
selves from degrading 
when cells divide. 

The Nobel cita- 
tion said the laureates 
found the solution in 
the ends of the chromosomes— features called 
telomeres that are often compared to the plas- 
tic tips at the end of shoe laces that keep those 
laces from unraveling. 

Blackburn and Greider discovered the 
enzyme that builds telomeres — telomerase— 
and the mechanism by which it adds DNA to 
the tips of chromosomes to replace genetic 
material that has eroded away 

The prize-winners’ work, done in the late 
1970S and 1980s, set the stage for research sug- 
gesting that cancer cells use telomerase to sus- 
tain their uncontrolled growth. Scientists are 
studying whether drugs that block the enzyme 
can fight the disease. In addition, scientists 
believe the DNA erosion the enzyme repairs 
might play a role in some illnesses. 

“The discoveries by Blackburn, Greider and 
Szostak have added a new dimension to our 
understanding of the cell, shed light on disease 
mechanisms, and stimulated the development 
of potential new therapies,” the prize commit- 
tee said in its citation. 

GIRL POWER 

Ten women have won the prestigious medicine 
award since the first Nobel Prizes were handed 
out in 1901, but it was the first time that two 
women were honored in the same year.

The transit agency has started rolling out 
its “Don’t Yell on Tour Cell” ad campaign, 
according to a press release issued Friday 
Riders are encouraged to set their phones 
to vibrate instead of a ring tone, to text 
instead of call or to lower their voice when 
on a phone call.

FENCER STUDENTS SPEAK OUT ON WHY THEY FIGHT

His left eye still swollen shut, Vashion Bullock doesn’t deny 
fighting in the massive brawl that claimed a Fenger High School 
student’s life two weeks ago. 

He’s watched the grainy fight video and seen himself stand- 
ing shirtless in the middle of the frenetic mob. But to him, the 
footage is a 2-minute-and-26 -second clip of his world without 
context, broadcast endlessly on TV and the web. 

Together, their actions are hor- 
rific. Individually, they’re students 
who made the honor roll, worked 
after-school jobs, played sports and 
planned for college. And they wake 
up in worlds frayed by poverty and 
violence. 

Bullock and other students bused 
in from Altgeld Gardens have fought 
for years with kids who live closer to 
the high school and see them as out- 
siders, according to interviews by the 
Tribune with dozens of students and 
parents. The Fenger senior said he 
often races to the bus stop to avoid 
confrontation. But that Thursday he 
had been suspended for a school fight. And he’d had enough. 

“How many times you want me to walk away?” asked Bullock, 
whose brother is charged with murder for striking i6 -year-old 
Derrion Albert with a wooden plank. Three others were charged 
in the melee that involved at least 50 teens. “We’ve been running 
for so long and I’m tired of running,” Bullock said. “Running only 
leads to more running.” 

The fight sparked national outrage and prompted the White 
House to dispatch the nation’s chief law enforcement official 
to Chicago later this week to call attention to youth violence 
across the country 

Violence in Chicago has already claimed five teens in the last 
month, three of them public school students. And if previous 
years are any indication, dozens more will die in the coming 
school year. Neither schools nor police, both of whom knew of 
the rising tension at Fenger, have been able to stem the tide. 

That ever-present violence has taken its toll on how teens 
view themselves and their futures. Some simply don’t believe 
they have one. 

“I don’t think a new day is promised to nobody,” said Bullock,

17. ‘Anything could happen at any time.” 

Sometimes the violence is race-related such as a brawl last year 
at Foreman High School on the North Side. Sometimes it’s gang- 
related such as rivalries at Crane High School on the West Side. 
And sometimes, like Fenger on the Far South Side, it’s about 
neighborhoods — the area by the school called the “Ville” and 
Altgeld Gardens several miles to the south. 

“The video is troubling but not extraordinary,” said Dewey 
Cornell, director of a youth violence project at the University 
of Virginia. “I object to the notion that these kids are somehow 
disturbed or abnormal. Street fights between rival groups are not 
new to Chicago or any other part of the United States. We have 
had them for centuries.” 

On Sept. 24 Montrell Truitt, 17, left school with his brother 
and headed for the bus stop at iiith and Wallace Streets, a half 
block north of Fenger. Trouble was already brewing, so Montrell 
and his brother headed east on iiith to Michigan Avenue, where 
they catch the bus to the Gardens. 

As the brothers walked, a crowd started to swell behind them. 
He and his brother, Eric Parks, 15, finally reached the train tracks 
a half-mile from Fenger and the eastern edge of the Ville. It 
marks the unofficial safe zone for Gardens’ kids heading home. 

‘All I was thinking was, ‘OK, we’re getting close to the tracks, 
so they’re going to turn around,”’ Truitt said. 

But the kids didn’t stop following that day Some began to

strip off their shirts to prepare for a fight. Ville teens say several 
cars of Gardens kids were there waiting. 

The rest is captured by a camcorder held in the video that has 
transfixed the nation. 

On the video, Albert, an honor student who has been por- 
trayed as a bystander, can be seen throwing a punch. 

What is clear from the video is how random the melee 
became. Two teens from the Ville— at least one of them Albert’s 
friend— were charged with delivering the “first strike” and the 
“knockout blow” to the diminutive teen. Kids from the Gardens 
then stomp and wield one final shot with the plank. 

Since Albert never claimed loyalty to either side, no one was 
sure with whom he was fighting, witnesses said.

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A tale of 2 neighborhoods 


Altgeld Gardens sits 5 miles southeast of the Ville, sepa- 
rated by massive industrial structures, a matrix of rail- 
road lines and the historic West Pullman community 
An isolated public housing complex, Altgeld anchors 
the city’s southernmost tip at 130th Street with low- 
rise homes. Just one bus route serves the entire 157-acre 
development, an island of churches, public housing and 
elementary schools with no commerce for miles. 

Less is known about the Ville, a chunk of the 
Roseland neighborhood about a half-square mile in 
size that encompasses Fenger and is bordered on the 
south by 115th Street. Several young residents have pro- 
claimed their allegiance by inking forearms with tattoos 
and even choreographing a Ville dance. 

Teens from the Ville feel like their neighborhood, 
already starved of resources, has been invaded. So do 


their parents. 

‘Ain’t there a high school out there?” asked Ava 
Greyer, the mother of Eugene Bailey, 17, one of the Ville 
teens charged in the murder. “Why would you put them 
... here?” 

Ville kids and their parents say the violence works 
both ways — Garden kids sneak punches when they can. 
It is widely believed around the Ville that on the day of 
the fight, Altgeld kids flooded the neighborhood with 
cars filled with people ready to fight. 

Jamal Harding, 18, a Fenger graduate who traded 
blows with a Garden kid in the fight, said walking away 
isn’t an option. 

“I’m not gonna run from it,” he said. “Why should 
I have to run from where I live? If I have to run from 
where I live, where else do I go?” tribune

Search for clues in bar owner’s death 

It was a slow night Saturday at Olanagan’s, and talk at the bar centered on 
old friends, shooting pool and plans for a birthday party next week for one 
of the bartenders. 

“It was just me and a couple of regulars,” said Gary Wing. “It was pretty 
quiet for a Saturday night, probably only about eight people the whole night.” 

The bar closed at about 3 a.m., and bar owner Robert Gonzales stayed 
behind to straighten up. Wing said. 

Less than two hours later, Gonzales was found severely beaten behind 
the bar he ran for decades in Lincoln Square. 

Officers found Gonzales, 69, lying in a driveway behind the bar at 
2335 W. Montrose Ave. about 4:45 a.m. Gonzales appeared to have suffered 
severe lacerations to his head and died Sunday evening at a hospital. 

“Everybody liked Bobby,” said Wing, who started frequenting O’Lanagan’s 
about five years ago and considered its owner a close friend. “This thing is 
so bizarre. Everyone is trying to figure out what happened here.” tribune 


Fare hikes, service cuts in CTA’s future? 

Fare hikes, service cuts and employee concessions are all on the table as 
the CTA looks to plug a $300 million budget hole next year. Mayor Daley’s 
pick to lead the agency’s board said Monday. 

But Terry Peterson also said he plans to ask state officials for help, even 
though the state faces its own budget woes. 

The General Assembly last year helped the CTA by increasing the sales 
tax by a quarter cent on the dollar and mandating a city increase in the real- 
estate transfer tax, but both measures have fallen short in this economy.

The editor-in-chief of Germany’s bimonth- 
ly Brigitte told reporters that, starting next 
year, the magazine will feature a mix of 
prominent women and regular readers in 
photo spreads for everything from beauty to 
fashion to fitness. 


Andreas Lebert said the move is a response 
to readers increasingly saying that they are 
tired of seeing “protruding bones” from 
models who weigh far less than the average 
woman. 

“We will show women who have an iden- 
tity— the i8-year-old student, the head of 
the board, the musician, the football player,” 
Andreas Leberts said in Hamburg, where 
the magazine, published by Gruner+Jahr, is 
based. 

Fashion centers around the world have 




begun trying in recent years to combat the 
size o look that has come to dominate the 
fashion industry, contributing, some experts 
say to eating disorders and poor body image. 

In 2004, the Dove beauty products com- 
pany launched its own “Campaign for Real 
Beauty” that included print and billboard ads 
showing “real women,” of all shapes and sizes, 
posing in their underwear. 

In 2007, the U.S. Council of Fashion of 
Designers of America issued voluntary guide- 
lines to curb the use of overly thin models.

Since Hulu launched early in 2008, its popularity has quadrupled as millions of 
people turn to the free online video site to watch episodes of such TV shows as 
“Family Guy” “The Office” and “Modern Family” 

That could change if Comcast becomes a part owner of Hulu. 

The nation’s leading cable company has made no secret of its disdain for Hulu’s 
approach of giving away the shows that Comcast and other pay-TV distributors 
spend billions for— and rely on to retain subscribers. 


Comcast is in talks with NBC Universal about 
pooling their entertainment assets into a new 
company that would own 30 percent of Hulu 
in addition to such networks as NBC, Bravo, 
E! and Syfy Comcast would control the new 
entity and possibly have the clout to push 
Hulu to begin charging for access to some of 
its most popular shows, including “It’s Always 
Sunny in Philadelphia,” “The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart” and “Psych.” 

“Would Comcast put an end to the Hulu 
model of using the Web to distribute free TV 
content?” said Michael Nathanson, senior 
media analyst at Sanford C. Bernstein & Co. 
“Will Comcast continue to support Hulu?” 

Hulu, a partnership among NBC, Fox and 
Walt Disney Co., has been a nagging concern 
among Wall Street investors, who see the site 
not as a hedge against Internet piracy or viral 
video phenomenon 'YouTube but as a threat to 
the economic underpinnings of the TV busi- 
ness. The $22 billion a year in cable and satel- 
lite TV subscriptions paid to programmers 


underwrites the cost of producing all forms of 
TV programming. 

Hulu already has limited users’ access to cer- 
tain cable programs, including FX’s “It’s Always 
Sunny,” in response to an outcry from TV pro- 
ducers and cable companies that object to 
paying TV programmers hundreds of millions 
of dollars each year for shows that are offered 
free online. 

Comcast Chief Executive Brian L. Roberts 
is among the cable executives who have made 
their concerns known to TV programmers, 
both privately and publicly He and other cable 
executives fear that Hulu could become the 
free alternative to cable TV subscriptions. 

“If... 50 percent, 60 percent, 70 percent of 
my business comes from subscriptions, I want 
to think long and hard before I just put that 
content out there for free,” Roberts said at an 
investor conference in May 

The proposed Comcast-NBC Universal ven- 
ture would give the cable operator a greater role 
in deciding how and when TV shows and mov- 



ies are distributed online and at what price to 
consumers. 

East month, Soleil Securities estimated 
that Disney, Fox and NBC subsidize $33 mil- 
lion of losses at Hulu, which is only partially 
offset by $123 million this year in incremental 
advertising. That doesn’t take into account the 
TV advertising revenue media companies are 
losing as viewers increasingly watch shows on 


their computers. 

Soleil media analyst Laura Martin calculat- 
ed that for every viewer who migrates to the 
Internet, companies forfeit $920 a year in ad 
revenue. Comcast might champion a move away 
from offering so many shows online for free. 

“It would accelerate the inevitable path of 
Hulu to charge for its premium content,” said 
Soleil media analyst Laura Martin.
